TRANSPORTATION PROBLEMS. 


Views o f M r. T ow ue on th e In te rsta te 
Com m e re r A ct. 
|8. F. Bulletin, February 8ih.] 
A representative of the Jiulldin culled on 
Manager Towne, of the Soulhern Pacific 
Company, at the latter's rooms last night 
to get his views on the interstate commerce 
hill, which has just received the President’s 
signature, and to learn from that gentle­ 
man his opinion of the long and short haul 
and pooling clauses of the b ill; and also 
the nature and origin of the law, its prob­ 
able effect upon the transportation of the 
country, etc. 
Mr. Towne was found in a 
more communicative mood than usual, and 
in answer to various inquiries, said : “ This 
interstate question, introduced by Mr. Rea­ 
gan, has been in various forms before Con­ 
gress and under discussion for about nine 
years. 
This m ovement was started the 
year following the well-known decision in 
the United States Court at W ashington, in 
which it sustained the constitutionality of 
the Granger cases, which grew out of the 
anti-rafiroad craze, and from which such 
State enactm ents as the so-called Potter 
law resulted, under which the laws of trade 
were so much disturbed as to compel its 
repeal after a short trial. The early anti­ 
railroad extremists did not find an easy 
solution ot the perplexing question of raií- 
rord policy. They passed laws w ithout 
regard to the necessity of commercial 
business affairs; contrast was uever more 
m anifest between theory and practice than 
between the provisions ’of these laws and 
actual facts which enter into the principles 
of m anagem ent for business considerations. 


TOO FARLY VET TO FORM DEFINITE OPINIONS. 
It is too early to pass any judgm ent on 
the results of this legalize,} theory, or its 
effect upon national development. The 
fQture alone will tell how disastrous it may 
prove to commercial affairs and how injur­ 
ious it may 'oe to the great lines of trans­ 
portation which have m ade the develop­ 
m ent of this great aiea of country possible, 
the industries of which are vast, Varied and 
active. 
Much local traffic is natural to the roads 
over which it is carried, and much of the 
throngh traffic is so strongly competitive 
that it may be considered unnatural. The 
local traffic, as soon as it reaches a competi­ 
tive point, becomes then a through traffic, 
seeking the centers of industry and trade, 
which are well defined. Therefore the locai 
interests are not injured by the low through , 
rate, but on the other hand the local inter-<■ 
esta are favored by an outlet throngh low 


rates to a common m ark et; hence the ne­ 
cessity for differential rates in the future as 
in the past, which under the long ami short- 
haul provisions of the hill are prohibited ; 
tiiese differential rates are called discrim ina­ 
tion. Nearly ail of the so-called and much- 
complained-of discrim ination in favor of 
one locality as against another, is the result 
of the laws of trade. 
The geographical 
position of the various competitive locali­ 
ties. the laws of nature and the laws of 
God, who, in His infinite wisdom, has 
“ caused all the large rivers to flow past the 
most populous cities," all contribute to 
this result. 
The existing tariffs of the 
country, covering all the railroads and 
water ways, are not mere guess work, but 
the work of two generations of experience 
and actual practice—of cutting and trying 
to devise a possible way of bringing the 
producer and consum er together. 


WHAT HAS REEK 
FFFEITEP 
BV 
NATURAL 
LAWS. 
Considering this work from a national 
standpoint, it lias reduced rates to a figure 
unequaled 
elsewhere; it has developed 
the country to an extent which would not 
be possible under the provisions of the in­ 
terstate commerce bill as 1 understand it. 
Railroad reformers and theorists are not 
disposed to accept the experience of the 
past: or to recognize that through it there 
has grown up the most wonderful develop­ 
m ent of country which has ever been 
known to m ankind. These wonld-be-re- 
formers denounce in unm easured terms 
the old worn-out phraseof “ what the traffic 
will bear;” they define the term so as to 
imply the justification of excessive charges; 
this vague expression can best be explained 
by its application to competition and the 
development of new traffic. In the effort 
of the transportation company to reach this 
traffic it will inquire as to what possible 
lower rates (even below thecost ot carriage, 
if by that means better paying rates on 
other traffic can he obtained) the business 
will bear, or what rates may be necessary 
as between the producer and consumer to 
enable the shipper to reach a common 
m arket; well knowing that certain kinds 
of traffic cannot be taken from the farm, 
the forest anil the manufactory to the con­ 
sum ers except at very low rates. 
Therefore, you see the railroads are in 
the m arket for tiie sale of their wares, like 
every m erchant of the country; and like 
the m erchant we send out our commercial 
men to seek purchasers for that which we 
have to sell—namely, transportation. 
We 
m ust sell in competition with waterwaysat 
prices which, all things considered, are as 
favorable as tlieiis, or we cannot expect to 
sell. W e have to m eet the clipper rates be­ 
tween here and the Atlantic seaboard to 
secure any traffic. 
In the past it has been 
considered that sailing vessels could defy 
all other modes of transportation in so far 
as rates were concerned, but of late.they 
have to divide their traffic with the tram p 
steamship, running to and from any ports 
where cargoes m ay offer; and since it is a 
well-known fact that modern steamships 
burn but half an ounce of coal per ton of 
cargo per m ile run, you wifi readily per­ 
ceive the ini portante of activity on the part 
of our commercial men to secure purchas­ 
ers for that which we have for sale in over­ 
abundance—namely, transportation. 
W ith ail these facts ever present you 
wil! not wonder that the railroad manage­ 
m ent of the country think it strange, in 
the face of the testimony of the ablest rail­ 
road officials living, that Congress should 
desire to try the doubtful experim ent of at­ 
tem pting to equalize throngh and local 
rates by m aking it unlaw ful to charge 
more for a short than for a long haul, 
which principle is not applicable to any 
other kind of business, and which theory 
the wisdom of the British Parliam ent has 
denounced, after a short trial, as im practi­ 
cable. 
ENGLISH EXPERIENCE. 
It is said by one of the m ost able writers 
of the country that English statesmen 
¡earned more in a few years from the 
workings of a few miles of railroad than 
the general public has learned from the 
workings of all the railroads of the country 
in half a century. 
All well-conducted 
roads are managed on business principles, 
the same as all other business ailairs are 
conducted, and here lies the trouble. There 
has been for years an effort on the part of 
Legislatures, and now by the Federal Gov­ 
ernment, to m ake it illegal for any roads to 
conduct their business under the same 
laws that govern commerce ami trade. 
All these theories have been tried in E n­ 
gland, and all have failed. 
Railroad Com­ 
missioners there have held that the rail­ 
roads have no right to piace a less favorably 
situated shipper on an equality w ith one 
more favorably situated. 
Parliam entary 
committees have also refused to indorse 
such principles as are laid down in the in­ 
terstate commerce bill, and say that “ a 
preference is not unjust so long as it is the 
natural result of competition.” 
There is no foundation for the unreason­ 
able charge of extortion. The statem ent 
that the roads are charging too much for 
transportation is not borne out from the 
fact that the rates charged in the United 
States so long ago as 1884 averaged but 1 i 
cents per ton per m ile ; this was lower than 
the average charged anywhere else in the 
world ; and the rates have been truing down 
ever since, as we find that the average for 
18.85 was hut 1.057 cents, and for 1886 it will 
probably not average over 1 cent. 
W ith these facts before us it would seem 
that there is no necessity for any hostile, 
discrim inative legislation against railroads. 


THE POOLINO CLAUSE. 
W hen asked what he had to say about 
the pooling clause of the bill, Mr. Towne 
replied: " Pools are intended to protect the 
shipper and carrier alike. The l ast has 
shown that sections of the country where 
pools have been most common have grown 
populous and prosperous. 
Fluctuations in 
rates, which so generally disturb trade 
centers, are much less liable to occur under 
pooling arrangements. A sufficient answer 
against this section of the interslate com­ 
merce law is the fact that rates have been 
m aterially lowered since pooling became 
so well established, and the further fact 
that the enlightened railroad Inw-iuakers 
of Central Europe recognize the systems 
of pooling, and in fact legalize them .” 
Referring again to the long and short- 
haul question : Has not Congress conferred 
great powers on the Commission so far as 
relates to this provision, and would not the 
dictates of prudence on the part of the 
Commissioners seem to demand the sus­ 
pension of it until they have had tim e to 
clearly understand how far-reaching and 
disturbing to the transportation companies 
and to commerce 
its application 
may 
prove? 
“ Yes; Congress has conferred certain 
powers on the Commission, but they have 
not the power, as I understand it, to gener­ 
ally suspend the operation of this section. 
It m ust be remembered that it is a national 
law, affecting, m ore or les3, all carriers, 
and the people they serve, in ail sections of 
the country, and earii transportation com­ 
pany. and every shipper, unfavorably af­ 
fected under the workings of the law m ust 
take up each special ca3e by itself for inves­ 
tigation, which cases, if very num erous, as 
it is likely they will be, will occupy the 
consideration of the Com m ission for an in­ 
definite period, during which time the ap­ 
plicant m ight be suffering heavy losses aud 
ntti.h inconvenience.”

The AValratli ltill and Some of tlie Ob­ 
jections Against its Passage. 
Senate bill No. 51, which will come up in 
a few days for action in the Senate, is in­ 
imical to the agricultural interests of the 
State. 
It has not—as a measure of public 
interest—received the consideration of our 
agricultural representatives. They do not 
seem to be alive to the farmers’ interest us 
being identical w ith their own. 
Section 1 of the proposed Act provides 
for the incorporation oi persons or corf or­ 
ations under the general laws of this Slate, 
as far as applicable, to i tiild dams and 
other works of restraint, and impound 
m ining debris carried into or down any 
stream by 
the 
water appropriated by 
them .” 
This is a most evasive provision. 
We 
plain farmers w oulI like to know why it is 
necessary to get a fj>ccial Act of the Legis­ 
lature to allow hydraulic m iners to incor­ 
porate. The reason seems to he that the 
general laws of the State, "as lar as applic­ 
able," will not license men or corporations 
to carry on private enterprise to the injury 
of other interests. H ydraulic m ining has 
been condem ned by every judicial tribunal 
in the land. The Courts of fast resort 
have passed on it. 
The executive advisors 
of the nation are in the fullest accord with 
the law. 
In the face of these facts, is not 
such an effort as the bill in question a 
puerile attem pt to tem porarily legalize an 
illegal and vicious calling. M ust these 
dam -building corporations have a special 
legislative license in order to successfully 
carry out their calling? 
Section 1 provides also that sites for such 
restraining dams be su^jput tp condem na­ 
tion, like private property 'for publicase." 
This is a new departure, itnd rather a high­ 
handed proceeding. Are these dam -build­ 
ing corporations, then, to be pubiic bene­ 
ficiaries? 
Is it to the interests of the pub­ 
lic to have the upper tributaries of our 
stream s clogged and obliterated by mining 
debris? 
W ill we farmers cali it a benefit 
to he continually menaced by the fear that 
these artificial dams may give way during 
any stage of high water and precipitate 
their m illions of yards of m ud into our 
water-ways? 
■ 
Let the supporters of this bill come up 
and instruct us ruralists in “measures of 
public expediency for private end-.” 
It 
m ight be well to suggest 
that Henry 
George would be a proper person to advo­ 
cate such radical ends. Mill m ight give us 
a dissertation on personal liberty for hy­ 
draulic miners, to be secured by legislative 
enactm ent, and Adam Sm ith m ight givens 
reasons why private lawlessness m ight in­ 
ure to public benefits. 
But it is weil for all 
to rem em ber that no Legislature can sub­ 
vert justice. 
The last line of Section 1 provides “that 
no dam shall he erected in or upon any 
navigable stream in 
the 
State. ’ 
Our 
Courts have already announced this doe- 
trine, anil they have also added : "N or in 
the headwaters nor in any tributaries of 
any stream s of the State.” 
Let Mr. Wal- 
rath ascertain which branch of our Federal 
organization pronounces upon statutory 
laws. 
Section 2 provides for the recording in 
the several interested counties of the ’de­ 
scription of the water rights and ditch 
property owned by" said corporations. 
In Section 4 it is provided that this prop­ 
erty “shall he and remain subject to the 
paym ent of the debts cf the corporation.” 
All such recorded property would he 
nom inally valueless as soon as the hy­ 
draulic mines were enjoined. The “ Cher­ 
okee Gold M ining Com pany” of Oroville 
is a point in explanation. The stock in 
this company m ounts up into the millions, 
yet a San Francisco bank has caused a ces­ 
sation of work for the inability to recover 
$39,000—a “ m ere bagatelle” to the infla­ 
tionist hydraulic m iner. 
Section 2 further provides that no cor­ 
porations shall dum p into the streams 
above said dams, except that they are 
shareholders in the enterprise. 
The word­ 
ing of the bill conveys a license to all 
stockholders to dum p into the stream s even 
before the dams were completed. It would 
have been more to the point if a committee 
of valley men had been authorized to pro­ 
nounce on the safety of the dams. 
Section 3 provides for a pro rata distribu­ 
tion of the stock among the shareholders, 
to be based upon th e num ber of inches of 
water used by each. 
Well and good ; hut 
does Mr. AValratli propose that, in case we 
sue for damages, each of those water or 
m ining companies can be held accountable 
for a like pro rata of damages. 
AVe think 
not. They will set up the “ old familiar 
plea,” “ AVe are all implicated ; you can't 
apportion the damages justly : 
therefore, 
you m ust let us all go.” 
Let this provision 
of pro rata liability and responsibility he 
incorporated as a reasonable part of an in­ 
congruous whole. 
Section 5 provides for levying and col­ 
lecting asessm ents ; also that ID percent, 
of said assessment would constitute a sink­ 
ing or protectionary fund. This is a mag­ 
nanim ous allowance! 
Fifty per cent. o i\ 
the subscribed stock invested in U.S. bonds 
would not he adequate security for the 
property and interest at the mercy of these 
dam companies. 
It is also provided that 
before these sinking funds can become 
available a special Act m ust be passed 
through the legislature. 
It is, or would 
seem advisable, that a section be incorpo­ 
rated in this measure instructing the Gov­ 
ernor that he m ust be prepared at any 
time to call a “ special session” whenever 
the hydraulic m ining interest seem to in­ 
dicate that an “ extraordinary occasion has 
arisen.” 
Section 6 provides that ail dam corpora­ 
tions are to he liable for all damages they 
may cause, 
AVell and good. But wbat it 
these corporations have no tangible and 
convertible property? 
A judgment of 
Court against them would not be intrinsi­ 
cally worth the engrossing ink. The pro­ 
vision is about as satisfactory to us valley- 
men as a frozen watermelon would be to a 
South Carolina darkey at C hristm astim e. 
Section 6 provides only for a retention of 
all except suspension,'try m atter. 
More 
than 70 per cent, of al! m ining debris 
reaching our valleys and causing damages 
are suspensionary, and event inch o f Jill in 
the Bay o f San Francisco was caused by sits- 
pensionary matter. As soon as the m ud­ 
laden waters of the river come in contact 
with the salt water, the suspensionary m at­ 
ter is deposited. 
Any bill or measure that proposes to let 
the suspensionary m atter pass is not appli­ 
cable to the situation, and there is no evad­ 
ing the point that hydraulic miners must 
restrain all of their debris. Farm ers are 
decided on this point. 
The law is with us 
openly. 
The interests >>f our State are 
against you, and the Federal Government 
demands that the Bay of San Francisco be 
polluted ami injured no further. There is 
uo use of trying to evade this point. 
No 
State Legislature ran license any such m a­ 
licious use of the waters. 
There used to 
he a tide of one and one-half feet at Sacra­ 
mento. 
The docks at Benicia could be ap­ 
proached by the largest seafaring vessels. 
The whole area of the bay lias been filled 
from ten to twenty feet—all bv suspension- 
ttry m atter. And yet this substitute for 
bill No. 51 proposes to indefinitely license 
titis sending down of suspensionary matter 
to further pollute our haibor. There can 
be no compromise on this point. 
AVe 
farmers are not the most deeply interested. 
San Franciseo m erchants have m ote in ­ 
terests at stake even than we. They are too 
plethoric to notice the danger, but the Fed­ 
eral Government is, luckily for them , more 
watchful. 
Section 8 provides for a scientific super­ 
vision of the work by engineer . 
But are 
not “ scientific opinions ' fallible'.' 
En­ 
gineer Eads pronounced on 
the brush 
dams, and his judgm ent was ail wrong. 
The mere fact oi a thing being possible, or 
even plausible, is no ground for exposing 
private property to ruin in order lo try 
such schemes. All men, engineers and 
private citizens alike, have a right to their 
private convictions; but no m an's opinion 
can be a guarantee sufficient to satisfy 
parties living beiow these dams, of their 
safety. 
We do not want assurances, but 
we want absolute safety, and there can he 
no safety with an avalanche of m ud re­ 
strained above us by a mere artificial bar­ 
rier. Engineers' opinions are entitled to 
all due respect, but no executive tribuna! 
can force American cit:z»r,s to accept any 
such opinion* in lien of the simple secur­ 
ity afforded us by the processes of nature. 
In th e case of Peter Ila rd t vs. The Lib 
erty H ill M ining Company, the Circuit 
Court has decided against the building of 
restraining dams as inimical to the rights 
of citizenship, and as a perverting of the 
law lo the ends of personal intereses. 
Let 
this case be carried up to the last resort 


and sec where Mr AValrath’s 'lam -building 
corporations will find themselves. 
On the whole, this proposed inea-ureis 
an evasive and illegal piece of legislation. 
It proposes to license hydraulic m ining for 
a period to he covered by a trial of these 
darns. It is backed by the whole hydraulic 
m ining fraternity. The hill is unjust in its 
very inception. 
It proposes to evade the 
decisions of the Courts. It it a vehem ent 
attem pt to “ out-maneuvre ” our judiciary. 
It is a scheme to ostensibly m ake the pro­ 
posed dam corporations responsible; but 
the fact remains t'-at all such guarantees 
are valueless. 
District Courts have been 
compelled to levy execution to sc-cnre con­ 
tempt judgm ents of $500; how would it 
he ii dam age ran up into the quarter and 
half m illions? 
Every representative from the agricultu­ 
ral and commercial sections should unhes­ 
itatingly oppose any such 
illegitim ate 
measure as this. 
Let hydraulic m ining 
companies conduct their business in ac­ 
cordance with the laws of equity and they 
need no special legislative licenses. 
Let 
them respect the rights of citizenship and 
wc will have no differences w ith them . 
la»t them abide by the same laws ue live 
under, or if not, let saw-miils, tanneries, 
and ull restricted industries have equal 
rights to use llie waterways and stream s to 
their personal ends, regardless of conse­ 
quences to riparian rights and domestic 
privileges. 
J 
hydraulic m iners cunte 
w ithin the pale of the common law, and 
we are in hcaity sym pathy with them . 
Let them abide by the decisions of our 
Courts, and cease tam pering with justice, 
and we can countenance relief measures. 
B ut there can he no half-way measure. 
W ere this bill passed.it m u-t abide the 
interpretation of the judiciary. AV ere dam s 
commenced under its provisions, civil in­ 
junctions would be enforc’d until absoluto 
safety were deiuontvated. TIw long and 
short of the matleo' woul 
he tim. the Ex­ 
ecutive D epartm ent would be brought in 
conflict with 
the Judicial Departm ent. 
The law is already ¡aid down and there is 
no power in a títate Legislature to contra­ 
vene it. 
These are not th rea ts; they are sugges­ 
tions for the consideration of all candid 
thinkers. AVe do not want passionate logic; 
hut convictions based on equity aud past 
experiences, and it is hoped legislators will 
give this measure their earnest, honest and 
unbiased consideration.

FORNIA.

in 
Kouthern 
California, 
during 
n few weeks’ 
visit 
to 
th at 
favored 
section. 
It 
will 
l>c 
read 
w ith un­ 
common interest, for it will he conceded 
th at the observer named possesses 
un­ 
equalled facilities for forming a correct 
judgm ent concerning land values and the 
bases for them, tire development of the 
different sections of the .State, and the 
character of the incoming immigration, 
w hile the attitude lie maintains toward all 
sections is, by reason of his employment 
and the training inseparable from it, ju d i­ 
cial in character. 
I t 
will 
he 
noted that the central 
thoughts of the statem ent are— the iimni- 
gation to Kouthern California is that of 
fu ll financial capacity; its motive is not the 
tilling of the soil or productive industry, 
hut the gratification of the tastes and the 
conservation of personal ease. 
As a result, 
the new homes are those of comfort, from 
the outset, with very little attaching to 
them characteristic of settlements in a new- 
country as yet unconquered to agriculture. 
Such speculative values as exist do not, 
therefore, relate to productive capacity for 
gain, but rather to the production that 
adorns and gives to the home a suburban 
character. Such settlement, therefore, rep­ 
resents culture, refinement and a imputa­ 
tion seeking restfi'lncss as the well-earned 
reward of life spent in rigorous climates, 
where the contest with nature lias been 
fought out and won. 
• 
The value of these observations .ire self- 
evident, and lead to deductions that are 
exceedingly gratifying to the people of all 
the great valley and foothill region of lat­ 
itudes somewhat 
more 
northerly, but 
w hich isotherm ally bear a striking resem­ 
blance to the Los Angeles region. 
W hat 
are these deductions? 
T hat the imm igra­ 
tion referred to is as of great benefit to the 
north as to the south, with this qualifies* 
tion, that the effects of it have not yet 
been much felt here, though distinctly ap­ 
preciated. That as the great producing heart, 
of California is in her central and north­ 
ern valleys and contiguous foothills, we 
will feel the influence of new consumption 
for our staple products, and thus he stimu 
lated to augment them . 
Finally, that as 
the physical fact is, th at all the Central 
and northern valley regions possess cli­ 
m atic advantages of like character with 
those of Southern California, with the ad­ 
dition of agricultural capacity far greater 
than that with which the south is favored, 
we must in due time receive the great 
after-swell of immigration which has for 
its motive power productive industry. 
As between the two classes of imm igra­ 
tion for the building of aK tate, there can 
be no hesitation in choosing, but it is 
obvious that with either the other must 
come to us. 
The climatic advantages i f 
Central and N orthern California being 
equal to those of the south, and supple­ 
mented by unsurpassed—not to say un­ 
equaled—fertility of soil, broad expanse 
of territory, established commerce, cer­ 
tainty of rainfall and natural attractive­ 
ness of scenery, it is apparent that though 
delayed, the incoming of the tide of in­ 
dustrial and moneyed immigration will 
not be long postponed. 
We shall have, as 
certainly as natural forces in the aggregate 
are irresistible, both classes of immigra­ 
tion, and one of which alone has given 
Kouthern California such a marvelous im ­ 
petus and lias determined its prosperous 
present and its future progression. 
We can entertain no jealousy of our 
brethren of the South. T he small-minded 
and rural journalism th at bounds its com­ 
prehension of foree by vituperation ami 
misrepresentation, befits 
only the back 
alleys of civilization. 
In the achieve­ 
m ents of the people of the south, we see 
but the march of the State to the goal of 
its highest ambition. 
In her prosperity 
we find the type of w hat our own is to lie, 
but which, as certainly as tides flow and 
retreat, will surpass that of the south just 
in pro¡H>rtion as our resources are more 
varied, the capacity of our soil greater, 
and the area of our territory broader. 


T H E D Y N A M ITE B ILL. 


The Yrooman bill to regulate the sale of 
dynam ite and other “ high explosives," 
was printed in full in the I!ec o k d -U x io n 
yesterday. 
It is a drastic measure, but 
needed. 
T he sale of these dangerous com­ 
pounds must be brought w ithin the sujier- 
vision of 
police 
authorities. 
Honest 
manufacturers, dealers and transporters 
will not object to this, for they are not 
advocates or promoters of assassination. 
Though long, the bill sim ply provides for 
registration of sales, that jiolice a u th e n ­ 
tic" may ascertain who buys and for w hat 
pur .so. 
This is clearly w ithin the police 
powers of the Ktatc, and is aot likely to be 
met by any constitutional objections. 
In 
th e se voud place, it makes the use of tiiese 
compounds for malicious assault upon life 
or property a felony— it should add the 
death penalty. 
The man who wars on 
women and children, in order to reach the 
special victim of his hate, deserves the 
gibbet. 
H e who boldly shoots down a life 
we term a m urderer; but the title would 


dignify th e brutal intelligence th at directs 
the curve of the dynam ite bomb, or places 
it beneath public conveyances, or other­ 
wise disposes it so as to k ill and maim inno­ 
cent human lieings. T he bill provides that 
possession of these compounds, except for 
a lawful purjiose, shall be a felonious pos­ 
session, and it recognizes m unicipal and 
other regulations concerning their trans­ 
portation among the people. It encourages 
informers to reveal violations of the law 
of registry, and stim ulates officers by re­ 
wards to be watchful of all infractions of 
the Act. 
The bill should be passed into a 
law, and at once. 


T h ey employ heroic m ethods of lim it­ 
ing the license of lawyers in argum ent in 
V irginia. 
T hat must have been a rare 
scene, for instance, a t Tazewell the other 
day. 
Colonel May had severely cross-ex­ 
amined witness Baldwin. 
The tatter sent 
word to May that if in his argum ent next 
day he reflected upon him lie would open 
a broadside upon the counsel w ith a prime 
good revolver. 
The Colonel was not at all 
dismayed, hut when he readied the (mint 
indicated drew a long breath, remarked 
th at he would do his duty by Baldwin, 
and thereujion launched out in a scourging 
review of his testimony. 
Baldwin was as 
prom pt to act as to threaten, and opened 
on the Colonel w ith cold lead. 
The latter 
then returned fire, the crowd in attend­ 
ance took sides and produced any number 
of hip-pocket artillery pieces, and for a 
few moments war hovered in smoke, and 
the reverberation of firearms over the seat 
of justice. 
Colonel May came off w ith a 
bullet in his leg; Colonel Tines got a like, 
messenger of comfort in his elbow; a rev­ 
erend gentleman had an entire new part­ 
ing plowed through his hair tin the wrong 
side; a Mr. M itten, by a raking fire, lost a 
whole row of front teeth and one side of 
his m ustache; a Deputy Sheriff lost a 
forefinger, and the Clerk of the Court, be­ 
cause 
he 
dodged, had 
the 
back of 
his 
coat 
so 
thoroughly 
ripped 
up 
th at 
even 
his skin taire the 
marks 
of 
the 
blunt 
instrum ent 
th at 
did 
the tailoring; a woman had an additional 
hole worked in her chip hat, and others 
received clothing wounds. 
No one was 
killed. 
The Court, say the local accounts, 
behaved coolly, and when 
the smoke 
cleared away ordered the argument to pro­ 
ceed. 
Colonel M ay prepared to continue 
his remarks, but his physician insisted that 
he retire and he relieved of the lead in 
his leg. 
No one was held for contempt, 
and the main discussion of the aflair was 
over the heroism of the two chiefs to the 
conflict. 
This refreshing news of how 
they settle little points of law down in the 
State of Presidents it is to be liojicd will 
not lie taken as a precedent by members of 
the California bar. 
Such chivalric epi­ 
sodes will scarcely bear im itation in the 
lighter, drier atmosphere of semi-tropic 
regions. 
H ere some one m ight be se­ 
riously injured, and the Court m ight con­ 
sider its dignity insulted bv resort to such 
methods of practice. 


CALIFORNIA LEGISLATURE. 


M r. E d w a r d A tk in s o n , the statisti­ 
cian, illustrates the cheapness of American 
government by a novel method—one that 
will arrest attention when tables of dollars 
and cents figures would not. 
Thus he 
shows that the actual annual cost of all 
the functions of our Government, includ­ 
ing the maintenance of government in the 
Territories, and of armies and navies, and 
of paym ent of the war debt, is equal .to the 
yearly earnings of 500,000 men ; 
that of 
G reat B ritain and Ireland to the labor of 
1,574,000 m en; 
th at of France to the 
united industry of 3,000,000 men ; that of 
Germ any to the earnings of 2,400,000 men, 
and th at of Italy to the result of the labor 
of 2,050,000 m en. 
W hoever gives a mo­ 
m ent’s thought to these striking proofs 
will discover th at there must here offer 
opportunities for men th at are not [«re­ 
sented in the Old W orld, for industrial 
occupation, and for the accumulation of 
property in all its varied forms. 
If, as lie 
proves, it takes the labor of but one man 
in America, to produce contribution to 
government support of an amount for 
which the labor of nearly four men is re­ 
quired in England, and th at in Italy 
nearly six times more of earnings is re­ 
quired to accomplish there w hat the earn­ 
ings of one accomplish here, it follows that 
our government is cheaper on the one 
hand, and earnings greater and more cer 
tain on the other. 
It costs to robe kings 
in ermine, support thrones and lay them 
over w ith gold, to float vast navies, and 
m aintain great local m ilitary arms to awe 
the people. Yet the cry, born of demagogy, 
goes up th at we are oppressed; th at we 
starve the worker and build up an aristoc­ 
racy who rob the poor, and all that. 
The 
truth is, all such plaints are the in on th ­ 
ings of the unthinking. 
W hen they can 
[joint to a land where there is greater lib­ 
erty, broader opportunity, less restriction, 
cheaper government, freer men, better of­ 
ferings for labor, and greater reward for 
its output, it will be time to talk about 
toppling down our national structure and 
supplying its site w ith new theories of 
government. 
W hat we need to do is, not 
to tear down, undermine, abuse and vilify 
the American system, but labor to keep it 
the cheapest, freest, best and most liberal 
in the world. 


W e invite attention to a communication 
in another column concerning substitute 
for Senate bill 51, to authorize corpora­ 
tions to construct restraining dams, behind 
which hydraulic m ining companies may 
prosecute their industry. 
The measure is 
one that should receive the closest scru­ 
tiny of the people of the valley, and all 
who value the integrity 
of navigable 
streams and the protection of agricultural 
lands. 
It is a bill th at proposes to place 
these in jeopardy, involve the State itself 
in the m aintenance of restraining dams, 
and to perm it the sending down of the 
m atter carried in sus[>ension, of which at 
this [»oint on the river we have most cause 
to complain. 
The mere possibility of the 
passage of the bill is in itself a menace to 
valley interests. 


T h e Assembly did itself credit yesterday 
by reconsidering its vote upon the mineral 
cabinet bill, and resolving, so far qs it is 
concerned, to leave the collection in the 
Capital City. 
It insures its exhibition to 
the very best advantage, accommodates the 
demands of the State Library and involves 
the State in no expense. 
W e think it will 
be generally conceded th at it is wiser to 
keep this collection intact than to merge 
it with any other, and that it is a better 
policy to have three sueli expositions of 
m ineral wealth and geological formation 
on view in three places, than to mass them 
in one— especially, as the valuable collec­ 
tion in San Francisco is so large and so 
rapidly growing, as also is that at Ber­ 
keley .

TIIE TOLL-TAX AMENDMENT. 
S. B. 138, to amend the Constitution [abolish­ 
ing poll taxes after 1891. j 
Gesford moved to strike out the enaetiug 
clause. Ruled out of order. 
Dray (the author of the bill) spoke at some 
length in its favor. 
Clunie objected to the bill, because it would 
exonerate from all taxation most of the China­ 
men in the títate. He moved its indefinite post­ 
ponement. 
Dray repeated thsi the tax was an onerous 
oppression upon the laboring classes of the peo­ 
ple, and simply relieved property to that ex­ 
tent. The speaker referred to his experience as 
a collector of taxes, and he had had abundant 
proof of tlie injustice of exacting a per capita 
tax from the laboring people. 
. 
Gesford opposed, the bill because it would 
virtually relieve the Chinese front taxation. In 
San Francisco alone some $3J,00> or$4J,OOOis 
collected yearly from Chinamen. He believed 
th e |m*or white laborers would rather pay their 
poll tax than have the Chinese relieved of taxa­ 
tion entirely. 
Boggs said that the proposed amendment 
could not take effect for four years to come, and 
by that time—it was to be hoped—we may be 
rid of mosto! our Chinese. The poor man has 
not only poll taxes, but road taros and hospital 
taxes to pay. 
ITo|*erty should 
bear these 
burdens, and not the men who have no prop­ 
erty. 
Meaney said the poll-tax is oppressive upon 
the workingman, and they should not be thus 
oppressed, simply because it might exempt a 
few Chinese from an annual tax of $2. 
Bowers advocated the bill, while Patterson 
thought its tendency would be to eneouruge the 
manufacture of tramps. 
Hinshaw spoke against the bill. He did not 
believe the laboring classes asked the proposed 
exemption. 
Lenahan. who claimed to represent a con­ 
stituency almost wholly composed of laborers, 
said they would prefer to be relieved oí this 
onerous tax. even though it should exempt the 
few Chinamen. 
Yrooman said he was always opposed to per­ 
sonal taxation. A few men pay poll-taxes, and 
the majority evade it. This makes it unequal, 
and he was opposed to all unequal taxation. 
His theory was that property alone should bear 
the burden of taxation. 
Murphy wanted to have this tax retained ; it 
was a great aid to the school system. 
The motion to indefinitely postpone resulted 
as follows:

Goucher. from the special committee ap­

ASSEMBLY. 


Immediately after the reading of the Journal 
Assemblyman Hart of Colusa county aros- to a 
question of privilege. He said this was tne 
third term he had served in this branch of the 
Legislature. During that time it never had be­ 
come his duty to ask for or rise to a question of 
privilege, and be did i; now with a great deal of 
reluctance, and if the accusations fell upon him 
alone they would fall harmless. There was no 
member upou the floor of the Assembly who 
had a higher regard for the functions of the 
press and none believed more in the liberty of 
the press than did he. He then, holding in his 
hand a Copy of the Colusa Sun. Will. S. Green, 
editor, and’ referring to an article therein, 
branded it as infamous and fa‘se. He then reaa 
the article, which commenced by asking: ‘ Has 
Colusa county a representative in the Assembly? 
According to Mr. Hart she has not." It then 
stated " it was generally understood that those 
in favor had secured the services of Mr. T. J. 
Hart, attorney-at-law. He said to others that 
he would oppose the bill, that he expected the 
Willows papers to burn hua up, etc. He intro­ 
duced the bill aud afterwards promised to op­ 
pose it. Few believed that he would do «is he 
said : but wc will do Mr Hart the justice to say 
that those who know him best expected him 
to act just as he has done. 
We will do 
him the further justice of saying that this inci­ 
dent has added but little to, or taken but lin e 
from, his reputation for truth and veracity.” 
Mr. Hart then added that he had ever endeav­ 
ored to conduct himself so as to merit the re­ 
spect and esteem of his constituency and h;s 
fellow members of the Legislature. He was

He is now 
lurking ia the lobby, trying to antagonize the 
substitute to the bill. This question was made 
an issue in the last campaign. He told the peo­ 
ple if a bill was given him for presentation he 
should present it in the Assembly. For this he 
received but few votes in the precincts most op­ 
posed to division now—Orland, Butte City, 
Princeton and Germantown. When argument

Green seeks revenue through the columns 
of his “ chiok-a-dee-dee press.” Far be it from 
me to question his veracity. I will leave that 
to my neighbors. Let them decide that ques­ 
tion as between myself and the man that vili­ 
fies me.

When (livLsiouere came to me with 8' 0 names, 
they were entitled to respectful consideration. 
All they asked was to be given an opportunity 
to vote ui*on the question. Could there be a 
inore modest, honorable and honest proposi­ 
tion from American people who desired home 
rule? Mr. Green is actuated by self-interest. 
He does the county printing. He is accustomed 
to the dragging dowu or families and the dis­ 
gracing **f children in the c dumn.sof his paper.

lie is not unknown to fame, lie at one 
tim e occupied a seat upon tliefioorof this As­ 
sembly, and introduced the most infamous 
legislation—the Swamp Land Act. That rele­ 
gated him to the shade until he again turned up 
in a grand lofty and tum bling act in the San 
Jose Convention, when he again defeated the 
will of the party in securing tne nomination of 
a Railroad Commissioner. I had to arise to this 
question of privilege as a m atter of defeme, not 
only to myself, but to my family. 1 refute all 
his charges, and brand them as untrue. 
THE MINERAL CABINET. 
Taylor of Sacramento moved a reconsidera­ 
tion of the vote by which the bill was lost re­ 
moving the m ineral cabinet lroin the State 
Capitol to the < rocker Art Gallery. The motion 
prevailed, and the bill passed by u vote of 01 
ayes to 0 noes. 


THOSE INSURANCE BILLS. 
Brusie moved to re-refer to the Committee on 
Corporations A. B. 203, relative to insurance 
companies. 
Lawrence, the author of the bid, who had a 
very bad cold and his hair parted in the mid­ 
dle* arose and spoke against the re-reference. 
He c'aim ed it was an anti-monopoly bill, and if 
the Committee on Corporations got it into their 
hands they would smother it. His remarks and 
the style or their delivery was very offensive to 
many of the members. 
Brusie of Amador said: I have not expressed 
myself as being opposed to this b ill: I have not 
expressed myself as to its merits, but 1 do wish 
to express myself as being opposed to sitting 
here in my chair and submitting to the dicta­ 
tions of some pot-house attorneys from the ‘Po­ 
lice Court of Sun Francisco. 1 am tired of the 
raids made by lítese legislative pirates, and 
hope by this vote the members may express 
themselves as being oprK>sed to them. The un­ 
due advantage taken by the enlightened Law­ 
rence from San Francisco on this cineh meas­ 
ure is sufficient cause to refer it. and the partic­ 
ular interest manifested on the part of the saek- 
hunters' society is enough to commend the ac­ 
tion asked for. This is not an action of opposi­ 
tion to the b ill; it is only a protest against the 
means employed by the gentleman from tían 
Francisco in securing the coveted prize. 
Mr. tílianahan answered Mr. Brusie, stating 
that, while he regretted to differ with the able 
gentleman from Amador, that certainly gentle­ 
men on the floor should not be impelled to vote 
for or against a bill in a spirit of spite or re­ 
venge as against the author of a b ill: that every 
bill should be acted upon on its m erits; that, 
while he was not certain that the bill should 
pass, it should not be smothered in committee. 
Brooks was also opposed to the re-reference. 
He knew something about the “ mysterious 
ways” of this Committee on Corporations. He 
su d he had a pilot hill—a good bill, one that 
should be enacted in the interest of -he whole 
people. It was re-referred to a committee and 
had not since been heard of. 
Mr. Alexander, of the Committee on Corpora; 
tions, took the floor and made a defense of hsi 
committee, refuting the insinúa».i ns against if. 
The committee was composed of members who 
were honest and sincere, who were working 
hard with the bills before them , and they would 
all be returned in due time. He said it was a fact 
well known to every one that hundreds of hills 
were introduced in the Legislature aimed at 
corporations for the sole aud only purpose of 
causing their representatives to come here aud 
fight their passage. The ammunition they use 
bears the cout-oí arms of the Government, and 
is solid and convincing. 
After some fur her debate, the motion of re­ 
reference was lost, and the bill made a special 
order for to-morrow morning, immediately after 
the reading of the journal. 
_ 
A petition was presented, signed by 300 resi­ 
dents of Ilmnl-oidt county, asking that Con­ 
gress be memorialize 1t<> pass an appropriation 
for the removal of the bar from the mouth of 
Kel river. Referred to Committee on Federal 
Relations. 
THAT PILOT BILL. 
The Committee on commerce and Navigation 
reported against the passage of A. B. 1. relating 
to the pilot regulations for Sau Francisco, Mare 
Island and Benicia. 
Brooks, auth jr of the bill, moved the suspen­ 
sion of the rules, and give the bill a second 
reading. He was very desirous to huvc the bill 
come once more before the House, if for no 
other reason than to ascertain who is hovering 
around the House to endeavor to defeat its pas­ 
sage. He referred in the most denunciatory 
m anner to the mon-; ved lobby and the members 
that countenanced them. 
Hyde spoke for upwards of an hour agaiust 
the taking up of the bill, and said it was a con­ 
test between a foreign tug-boat company and 
home pilots, and he was opposed to the cutting 
of the latter’s wages. 
A fternoon Session. 
Alter access the reconsideration of the vote 
whereby A. C. R. 1, relative to the exemption 
from taxation of growing fruit trees and vines, 
was considered. 
Wilcox made a strong plea in favor of its pas­ 
sage. 
The members were in an unusually merry 
mood, and sarcastic and funny speeches were 
made by Brierly, Mathews of Tviiama, Lewis 
and others. The amendment was lost. 
The pilot bill discussion was again taken up, 
and Mr. La Blanc spoke in favor of the bill, and 
read from statistics showing the pilot charges in 
San Francisco harbor to be the largest in the 
United States. 
Boston and Baltimore were 
practically free ports. 
The grain-growers of 
California were taxed $45,009 to put their grain 
on the ocean 
Brooks made a strong argument in favor of 
the passage of his bill. 
Mauy oi the pilotare 
ceive $750 per month, w ore plug hats, diamonds, 
carried gold-he&ded canes and were “grandees.” 
He said a similar bill was presented at a former 
session of the Legislature, but the pilot ring 
boasted that they defeated its passage by a cor­ 
rupt use of $40,000. He advised members *»f the 
House who were for sale, or intended to sell out, 
to demand a good rouud price—sufficient amount 
to allow them to spend the balance of their 
da vs in foreign parts. 
The discussion lasted until 0:20 r. m ., when a 
vote was taken under a motion of the previous 
question, and the bill reconsidered. 
THAT LIBEL BILL. 
At this; point of the debate Alexander took the 
floor and moved a reconsideration of the vote 
whereby A. B. 198. relative to damages for libel 
or slander, had on Monday been refused a 
second reading. There was mu effort to persuade 
Mr. Alexander to withhold his motion until 
after the pilot bill was disposed of. Fearing 
that the enemies of the libel bill would force an 
adjournment and thus kill it, if delayed loo 
long. Mr. Alexander claimed his right aud 
would not yield. 
.Speaker Jordan called Mr. Ycnablc to the 
chair, and taking the floor, defended the b ill; 
said it was a right and proper measure, and 
should be enacted. He spoke for upwards of 
half an hour, reviewed the workings of the 
present statute in caves of libel, and pointed out 
the many advantages to be gained by the enact- ■ 
mcnt of the proposed law. 
McGowan, the author of the bill. Knox, Sims 
and Varicl also made strong and eloquent argu­ 
ments in favor oi the reconsideration of the bill 
and its enactment. On the other side equal v 
as able and eloquent speeches were made by 
Rennison, Wright. Brooks. Brierly and Coombs. 
The latter was extremely hostile to the bill, and 
said its passage would be uoth ng short of in­ 
famous legislation. 
The proposed bill reads: ” When a breach of 
dntv has cause* 1 no appreciable detriment to 
the party affected he may vet recover nominal 
damages. In cases of libel and slander, nomi- i 
nal damages only can be recovered, unless the 1 
party charged with the publication of the libel 
or utterance of the slander shad have refused ! 
or n- glecied, for a period of fifteen days alter 
written demand, to retract or corxcct such libel 
or slander ; ¿/roridctl, that such demand for such 
retraction or correction shall have been made 
within thiity days after such publication or 
utterance.” 
At 6:49 r. m. th e House adjourned.

Knox, Lewis, Brierly, Matthews of Tehama, 
Young of San Diego, Brooks, Wright, all made 
eloquent and strong arguments on the discus­ 
sion of the insurance and libel bills. The latter 
called forth sentiments eloquent and of a high 
order. 
The bill authorizing the títate Controller (S. B. 
241) to draw his warrant in favor oi the Mate 
Treasurer for the amount embezzled from that 
department (some $53.000). aud to destroy the 
County Treasurers’ receipts for certain special 
deposits representing the 
amount, received 
favorable consideration lust niebt at the hands 
of the Senate Judiciary Committee, and its pas­ 
sage will be recommended. 
The bill concerning the Funded Debt Com­ 
mission of Sacramento City was before the Sen­ 
ate Judiciary Committee last evening, and after 
some discussion it was laid over lor further ac­ 
tion. The committee will notify the parties 
identified with the measure when it will be 
next considered.

S urp risin g P ro g ress M ade by T his P o r­ 
tion o f th e S tate. 
(S. F. fall, February Stb.] 
W. H. Mills, the well-known land agent 
of the Central Pacific Itailroad Company, 
returned on Saturday last from an extended 
tour through Southern California. He is 
surprised at the wonderful progress matte 
lately in that part of the countrv, and in 
conversation with a Call reporter yesterday 
stated his views somewhat as follows: 
The immigration into the southern por­ 
tion of this State is the most remarkable 
movement of population perhaps that has 
ever occurred upon this continent.

Santa Ana 
and 
Tnstin 
City may be 
cited as instances of the most attractive 
cultivation that 
m ay be seen 
in any 
country. 
A very targe majority of the 
people coming to the southern portion of 
the State belong to the wealthy and well- 
to-do classes. They are purchasing small 
holdings, chiefly w ith the intention of the 
em bellishm ent which the cultivation of 
citrus fruits and semi-tropical plants con­ 
fers ujioii a home. The price asked for 
land lias long since lost all reasonable rela­ 
tion with the value of its product; but for 
the most part, the purchasers care little lor 
these things. The cultivated portions of 
Los Angeles county present a most attrac­ 
tive appearance to the stranger, especially 
to the residents of the northern latitudes, 
and the influx of population has received 
such a m omentum that there is scarcely a 
probability of its subsidence for many 
years. The activity in the real estate m ar­ 
ket is such as lias never been wituessetl in 
any portion of California before. In Pas­ 
adena, for illustration, there is a greater 
num ber of houses in process of erection 
than are already occupied, and in a m ajor­ 
ity of instances the completed and pro­ 
jected improvem ents range from elegant 
and comfortable to costly and luxurious. 
The population of some of the most fa­ 
vored localities in 
Los Angeles county 
comprises, 
perhaps, a 
larger 
propor­ 
tion 
of 
the 
wealthy 
and 
retired 
class than can be found among the 
same num ber of people elsewhere in 
the country. Such comm unities as Pasa­ 
dena. San Gabriel, Santa Ana, Pomona and 
Tnstin present a continued succession of 
elegant country residences, surrounded by 
orchards, 
vineyards 
and 
ornam ental 
grounds, conferring upon the country the 
most attractive rural aspect. The eitv of 
Los Angeles is the natural center of a new 
commercial, social, political and industrial 
system. 
It lias already mastered the posi­ 
tion of a m etropolitan center for a large 
commercial, agricultural 
and 
industrial 
area. 
It is crowded to overflowing witli 
visitors and intended residents. The rapid 
rise iu the value of real estate has been so 
attractive to investm ent that capital can 
scarcely be interested in the construction of 
houses. 
Its present hotel accommodations 
are grossly inadequate to the demand, and 
though in m any instances the high rates 
asked for real estate may be deemed to be 
out of all proportion to prospective future 
values, the continued growth of the city 
will be healthful and rapid. The im m igra­ 
tion is in all respects a rem arkable move 
ment of population, and, when rightly con 
sidered, is of the highest significance to all 
portions of this State. 
Speaking of the high values at which

things

that if the ‘ bootu” were to break, and the 
price ol real property recede, the im m igra­ 
tion would be promoted rather than hin­ 
dered. It seems marveious that land ordi 
dinarily situated will sell for $1,250 per 
acre, when one with Lalf an eye can see 
that it has no productive capacity to justify 
the investm ent, but the purchaser says he 
wants the piece of land, and, being able to 
pay for it, buys it. To any criticism about 
the business sagacity of the investm ent he 
replies : ‘If you w ant your portrait painted 
by a good artist, the cost may exceed $1,000, 
but you do not expect 6 per cent, from the 
picture. A man that spends $l,u00,000 for 
a m ansion on Nob H ill in San Francisco 
doe3 not expect lo get the interest on the 
money invested." 
The same rule applies 
to the purchase of land in the southern 
country. 
If the new-comer wants a home 
around which will grow Grange groves, 
palm and pepper trees, and the place suits 
him, he will buy it, not for an investment, 
but as a place to live and rest, and where 
his kinsfolk and treasures in art and litera­ 
ture mav surround him.

Tlie Lost is Found.

Eds. Record-Uniok : In your issue of 
January 18, 1887, I fiud the following: 
H. Siegel, of San Francisco, is very desirous 
of ascertaining the address of a mail by the 
name or Bovyer, who resided for some time in 
Sacramento; who is said to have sang in the 
choir of the Presbyterian Church ; was em­ 
ployed ior a time at* a blacksmith shop on the 
Riverside road, etc. The inquirer says he lias 
very important news for the gentleman re­ 
ferred to. 
I was informed, some time ago, that Mr. 
Siegel was inquiring as to my whereabouts, 
and i wrote to him there, directing the let­ 
ter to the general Postoffice, San Francisco. 
I have never heard from it at all. In an­ 
swering this “ ad.” I will say. first, that 
my name has no “ »” in it. It is simply 
Boyer, as will appear below. There is a 
family of the name Boryer in your city, as 
you no doubt know, the contractors and 
builders. It is barely possible that the 
gentleman is hunting up one of them in­ 
stead of myself. However as the descrip­ 
tions in the above “ ad.” so accurately de­ 
signate experiences similar to niv own, I 
am thereby prompted to this note in an­ 
swer. 
I lived in or near .Sacramento some five 
years, beginning about May, 1880, and con­ 
tinuing until A.ugust 19,1885, when I came 
to Cincinnati to enter the above-mentioned 
ii 
‘ution of learning. I alsc worked in 
a blacksmith shop on the Riverside road, 
at Suttervillc, for J. (4. Foreman, and also 
worked near there for T. 15. I.ovdal on a 
hop ranch. 1 also sang in the Presbyterian 
Church some eight months, during, I think, 
’84 and ’85. 
As before stated I came here in August, 
1S85, and am now at the closing days ot 
my middle year, and will graduate from 
here in May. 1888, as a minister in the 
Presbyterian Church. 
This letter is written to you with the 
hope that you will publish it for Mr. Sieg­ 
el's information, as my letter to him seems 
not to have reached him. In so fur as my 
memory serves me, I have never known 
any one by the name of Siegel.

Why They W ere Continued. 
The Woodland Mail of yesteiday, speak­ 
ing of the continuance by the Yolo county 
Superior Court of the case of J. II. Harlan, 
charged with killing E. I.. Craft on the 7th 
of February, 188G, says : “ Messrs. Baker 
and Craig appeared for defendant and Dis­ 
trict A ttorney Sprague for the people. The 
question whether the case should be set for 
trial this term or be passed until the fall 
term was discussed by the attorneys and 
the Court. 
The District Attorney warmly- 
contended that throughout the State the 
public and the press made loud complaint 
because of the law’s delays and the failure 
of justice. He w ould not concede that at 
some future term of the Court this case 
could be tried without crowding over other 
cases. Mr. Sprague's protest against allow­ 
ing the case to go over to the fall term, 
was, at his request, made a part of the 
Court's records. Judge Garoutte said it 
would he impossible to reach the case until 
SO late in the term that the trial would 
necessarily be continued late into the sum­ 
mer. The business of the Court had been 
blocked by the previous protracted trial of 
tlie case. Several parties had lain in jail 
many months awaiting trial, and until 
-these cases and others were die posed of the 
Court would not be disposed to further in­ 
cumber the present term s work by- at­ 
tempting to retrv the case this spring. On 
motion oí the Court the case was passed, to 
be set for trial on the first Monday in Sep­ 
tember next."

Death of Captain S. S. Baldwin, a Pioneer 
on tlie River. 
The tolling fire-bell yesterday morning 
announced the death of Captain Sheldon 
S. Baldwin, a native of New Jersey, aged 
57 years and 6 months, who had been a 
resident of Sacramento, or engaged in nav­ 
igating the Sacramento river to the bays 
below, since 1850. Prior to his com.ng to 
California he served his country- during the 
Mexican war, and in the “ early d a y s o f 
Sacramento he was a member of the Vol­ 
unteer Fire Department of this city, it thus 
resulting that at the time of his death he 
was a member of the Sacramento Associa­ 
tion of Mexican War Veterans, and of the 
Exempt Firemen’s Association. He en­ 
tered upon the business of navigation 
immediately after his arrival in the 
State, and for several years piloted 
schooners from San Francisco to Sacra­ 
mento and Marysville. Subsequently, as 
steamers took the place of sailing craft, he 
was employed upon them as pilot or Cap­ 
tain, up to a year ago, when consumption 
seized upon him, and for the past three or 
four months he has been confined to his 
house, llts experiences ou the water in­ 
cluded many thrilling incidents, among 
them three steamboat explosions, one on 
the bay and two on the river. One of 
these was the bursting of the boiler of the 
steamer John A. McClelland, three miles 
below Knights Landing. August 25, 1SU1, 
entailing the loss of fifteen lives and.the 
injury ot eleven persons. Captain Baldwin 
was at the wheel at the time, and on hear­ 
ing the explosion found himself ascend­ 
ing in 
the air. 
He had no idea 
of the bight to which he rose, but he 
fell upon the wreck near the smoke­ 
stack, 
and 
was injured, 
but not 
seriously. The steamer Gem, Captain Fas­ 
ter, came along and brought the wounded 
to Sacramento. Three years later—Sep­ 
tember 5, 1804—Captain Baldwin was ou 
the steamer Washoe when her boilers ex­ 
ploded in Steamboat slough, about ten 
miles above Rio Vista, causing 20 or 30 
deaths and the injuring of about 40 per­ 
sons. Bv a singular coincidence, it was 
Captain Foster, then on the steamer Ante­ 
lope, who first arrived to the rescue of the 
distressed people on the wreck of the 
Washoe, and brought them to this city. 
All old residents w ill remember the ringing 
of the alarm bells, calling citizens to rally 
for the relief of the injured, and the terri­ 
ble scene the cabins of the Antelope pre­ 
sented, covered with agonized humanity. 
Captain Baldwin's good luck stood him in 
good stead on the occasion of this accident, 
he being of the few w ho escaped unhurt. 
He was a man of kindly, jovial disposition, 
to whom good luck seemed to properly be­ 
long—always g<*>d-natured, prodigal of his 
money- for the benefit ot bis friends, and 
rarely making an enemy. Thousands of 
people residing along the river and bays, 
or who have had occasion to travel on the 
waters of this portion of the State, will re­ 
member him. and regret to hear that he 
has made his last trip. 
Tlie W eather, 
Sergeant Barwick reports that the rain­ 
fall during yesterday up to 7 o’clock last 
night was .30 of an inch, making 7.98 
inches for the season to date, distributed as 
follows : October, .GS of an inch ; Novem­ 
ber, .21 of an inch ; December, 2.21 inches ; 
January, 1.12 inches, and February, up to 
date, 3.70 inches, making, as above, 7.98 
inches for the season, as against 24.27 
inches to an equal date last year. The 
highest and lowest temperature yesterday 
was 40° and 3G°, with variable winds 
(mostly northerly) and weather showery. 
The barometer. was steady yesterday- at 
between 29.92 inches at 4 A. M. and 29.90 at 
7 i\ M., but with a downward tendency. 
Reports from various localities in the 
upper portion of the State show that the 
weather yesterday was much the same as 
in Sacramento—showery, or drizzly, cold 
and unpleasant, without much ot a rain­ 
fall. The reports received at the railroad 
office at 7 a. m. yesterday, from stations on 
the different lines of road, showed the fol­ 
lowing condition of atfairs for the twenty- 
fonrs previously :

W h it e R iv e r J unction* (Vt.), February 
8th.—The official investigation into the cir­ 
cumstances connected with the railroad 
disaster of Saturday began here yesterday 
afternoon, under the direction of the Board 
of Railroad Commissioners of Vermont. 
The lirst witness was Charles H . Pierce, 
lie was engineer of the unfortunate train. 
Witness testified: 
We 
ran 
at regula- 
schedule rate, m aking up no time, before 
the bridge was reached, then slowed up as 
usual, and a little more so, as the air brakes 
seemed to take hold better. Applied our 
brakes about three times at one length of 
the train back from the bridge, which was 
the usual place. Never went over the 
bridge 
without 
slowing 
up. 
Should 
judge the speed of the train to have been 
about-eight miles per hour. Noticed noth­ 
in;: nnusual, no jar or jerking of any kind, 
before reaching the bridge, or in fact at any 
time until my engine came to a stand still. 
Was sitting on m y scat looking ahead when 
the first unusual thing oseurred, which was 
the ringing of the alarm bell from the cars. 
We were then about the middle of the 
bridge. 
The bell struck but once. 
My 
hand was within a foot of the lever which 
applies the air brakes. The brakes were 
set before reaching the bridge. Never work 
steam across the bridge. 
I applied my 
brakes instantly, and did not reverse my 
engine at all. 
After applying the brakes I 
looked out of my window, then being about 
two-thirds of the way across the bridge, 
and I saw the rear Pullm an of the train 
falling from the rear end of the bridge. In 
falling it drew the three next ears w ith it, 
when the couplings evidently broke between 
the sm oker and the first passenger car. 


A BAGGAGE-MANS THEORY. 
The investigation of the railroad disaster 
of Saturday was continued to-day. Bag- 
gagemaster Cole, employed on the train 
that went down, said that the first intim a­ 
tion of trouble was, he should judge, at the 
end of the bridge, where there was a sharp 
shock. “ My theory is that the first pas­ 
senger ear was otf the track before reaching 
the bridge,” he said, “ but because ot the 
frozen ground ran smoothly until the bridge 
was reached, when, front the dropping of 
the passenger car into the bridge, it de­ 
pressed the couplers of that, letting them 
apart, then all the following cars ran on to 
the bridge, off the track.”

John Parker, a brakeman, who jumped 
off

before

bridge, testified that the train was going 
seven or eight miles an hour at the time, 
and gave in evidence the substance of his 
previous statem ent regarding his ride to 
Junction and arousing the people on the 
way. 


T H E D IG S T R IK E . 


O ld F relg U t-H a n d lers

N ew Y o r k , February 8 !h .—The strikers 
whom Police Inspector Steers met when 
he made his tour of the North river front 
to-day, acknowledged that they were beaten, 
l-'reight is offered in less quantities than is 
usuai on Monday, and the green handlers 
were nearly equal to it. There were more 
men applying for work at the piers than 
can be accommodated with places. 
There was considerable activity on the 
piers of the river front this morning, and 
freight was being moved with much inore 
dispatch than on any day since the strike. 
Tlte tim e that has elapsed since th e ’long­ 
shoremen and freight-handlers quit work 
has enabled the railroad and steamship 
companies to select, and, in some cases, 
train sufficient men to keep the freight 
moving steadily along. Besides, m any of 
the old freight-handlers and 'longshoremen 
are coming back to work, not at places 
where they are known, hut where they are 
least likely to be known.

LEG ISLA TIV E COMMITTEE 
INVESTIGATING 
TH E STRIK ES. 
N ew Y o r k , February Stli.—The Assem­ 
bly Committee to inquire into the cause of 
the strike met again yesterday. Fred Pitts, 
President of the New York’, Ontario and 
W estern, gavean outline of the coal-mining 
and handling industry, with the price at 
mines, the price at the Jersey City docks, 
lighterage, trim m ing, etc., and the whole­ 
sale and retail prices in New York, ft was 
difficult to estimate the cost of transporta­ 
tion. H e then outlined the plan of the 
coal pool. In July last coal was at the 
lowest point in the history of the trade. 
He believed in arbitration,'if the decision 
of the arbitrators could be enforced. 
President Corbin, of the Reading road, 
testified that his company has 79 collieries, 
and produces from six to seven m illion 
tons of coal annuaHy. 
The collieries are 
over one hundred miles from the water. 
Large expenses are involved in drawing 
the empty coal cars to the mines from tide 
water, 
This is not included in the ac­ 
counts of the company. 
Mr. Corbin’s remedy for the trouble be­ 
tween capital and labor was arbitration, 
but he could not advise any ¡Jan. The com­ 
pany had had trouble with their men 
some m onths ago, which was settled satis­ 
factorily by arbitration. Thecom pany tried 
to live up to the decision of the arbitra­ 
tion, and the workingmen were satisfied, 
but it is said now that they would go cut 
again,’because some one else who works 
for another company is dissatisfied. There 
seems to be no plan by which an arbitra­ 
tion can combine workingmen. The Read­ 
ing load had lost over £20.000,000 in the 
coal business. 
Prices were now below a 
profitable point. 


A DECIDED IMPROVEM ENT IX BUSINESS. 
N ew Y ork, February 8th.—Along the 
North river front there' is a decided im ­ 
provement in the business of the railroad 
and steam ship companies, and freight is 
more easily handled to-day. The streets 
leading to the piers are no longer choked 
up with trucks, a num ber of m uscular 
countrymen have been put to work, who 
are learning rapidly. 
The Italians are 
gradually being discharged, as better help 
is secured. 
At the Pennsylvania pier No. 
49, fifty of the old men went back to-day. 
The conference called here to-day at Aus­ 
tin Corbin's office was well attended. The 
conference adjourned until to-morrow.

Jam es of New York, from the Committee 
on Coinage, W eights and Measures, re­ 
ported a bill for the issue of subsidiary 
silver coin. Referred to House Calendar. 


The House went into Committee of the 
W hole on the Senate bill to indemnify cer­ 
tain subjects of the Chinese Em pire for 
losses sustained by the violence of a mob 
at Rock Springs. 
Belmont dwelt upon the necessity of the 
United States Government granting an in­ 
demnity for the losses inflicted, and com­ 
mended the action of the Chinese authori­ 
ties since this occurrence. 
Morrow inquired w hether it was the pur­ 
pose of the committee (in case this bill was 
passed) to call up to-day the bill restricting 
Chinese immigration. 
Belmont replied in the negative. The 
Chinese Government did not desire to em ­ 
barrass the relations between the two na­ 
tions by a continuance of the imm igration, 
and there was a disposition to modify the 
treaty so as to bring about results very 
m uch more effective than could be secured 
by legislation. 
W ith this assurance the 
committee did not intended to bring up the 
m atter to-day. 
Morrow favored ■ the Senate bill, and 
criticised Congress for not performing its 
duty to the country by tiie passage o f the 
bill restricting Chinese immigration. 
The House bill was substituted for the 
Senate bill—101 to 08—and as so amended 
the bill was passed.

Tbe House then passed the Senate bill 
prohibiting the im portation of opium into 
the United States by any subject of the 
Em peror of China.

McCreary called up the bill authorizing

This treaty has not been before the 
Senate, and there appears to be some de­ 
lay in the negotiations that m ay prevent 
action upon it by the ratifying power at the 
present session of Congress. 
In the m ean­ 
time the Foreign Affairs Committee, acting 
in concert witli the Adm inistration, has 
practically shelved the Senate bill. Mor­ 
row to-day requested of Porter an explicit 
avowal of the intentions of the State De­ 
partm ent as regards the new treaty, which 
was promised him to-day. If he does not 
receive a reply to his request, or the reply 
be unsatisfactory, he will probably express 
his views on the subject to the House to­ 
day, when the Chinese indem nity bill is 
expected to be considered. 
Tlte Sweet W ine B ill. 


W a sh in g to n, February 8th.—Friends of 
tbe sweet wine bill despair of its passage 
at the present session of Congress. Its 
principal opposition comes from tbe Dis­ 
tillers’ Association. They claim that the 
bill makes unjust distinction against East­ 
ern wine-makers, who desire to use corn 
spirits to fortify their wines. The distillers 
assert that one spirit, affer being refined 
and neutralized, is tbe same as any other 
spirit for fortifying purposes, and that the 
wine makers of Ohio, Virginia and other 
Eastern States should have the same priv­ 
ileges in relation to fortification as Califor­ 
nia men. Dr. Rush, agent of the Distil­ 
lers' Association, says the distillers sell 
2,000 barrels of spirits annually to the 
wine-makers of Ohio alone. These men 
wield an influence upon legislation that is 
difficult to overcome.

W a sh in g to n, February 8tb. — Senator 
W illiams was to appear before the Senate 
Committee of Commerce to-day to advocate

IN T E R S T A T E C O M M E R C E . 


M e e tin g o f th e E x e c iititc C o m m itte e o f 
th e C e n tra l T raffic A sso c ia tio n . 
Clev el a n d (O.), February 9th .—i he E x­ 
ecutive Committee of the Central Traffic 
Association met yesterday at the office of 
President Newell, of tbe Lake Shore road, 
and adopted a very im portant set of resolu­ 
tions. The m eeting bad been called for 
the purpose of deciding the fate of the or­ 
ganization ; whether, under the Interstate 
Commetce Act, it could m aintain an ex­ 
istence: if so, in what form, and what its 
relations to the recent national legi-lation 
were. Commissioner Blancliard delivered 
an address to the committee, outlining 
w hat he thought should be tbe policy of 
tbe Association in respect to the Interstate 
Commerce Act. Other addresses followed 
from various members, and resolutions, 
embodying the sentim ent and opinion ex­ 
pressed, were unanim ously adopted. These 
resolutions are in effect that the commit­ 
tee recommends that tbe Centra! Traffic 
Association be continued, with tlie under­ 
standing that its methods of statistics, 
statements, etc., be revised to conform to 
such railway action under tbe interstate 
law as shall be finally decided u pon; that 
tbe law should be accepted and interpreted 
with just regard for the great m utua! com- 


mercial, railway and public interests in ­ 
volved, and generally in conformity with 
tbe definitions of the law, as explained by 
Senator 
Cullom in 
the Senate debate 
thereon ; and the Association will co-oper­ 
ate w ith the Commissioners under tbe in­ 
terstate 
commerce 
law 
in 
securing, 
as 
far 
as 
possible, 
tbe 
benefits 
of 
that 
bill, 
and 
in 
a 
faithful 
observance of all its provisions. That the 
committee meet with tRe trunk lines’ E x­ 
ecutive Committee on the call of the latter, 
and that the joint Executive Committee so 
constituted for that purpose, proceed to 
such further agreement and recom menda­ 
tions of detail as may be required by tbe 
interpretation of the Act agreed upon by 
such Executive Committee, and then sub­ 
m it the same to a m eeting of tbe Associa­ 
tion for its final action.

T h e R u in a ría n Q u e stio n . 


L o ndon, February 8th.—The official dis­ 
patches which passed between the Russian 
and the British Governments regarding the 
Bulgarian question have been published. 
They show that the Czar approved of the 
course of General Ixaulbars in Bulgaria, 
and declared that the efforts to restore tbe 
independence of that country would be 
continued. The late Lord Iddesleigh (then 
Foreign Secretary) in reply said that though 
the Russian G overnm ent's impression of 
events in Bulgaria differed widely with 
those of the British Government. England 
was equally desirous of m aintaining the 
treaties relative to Bulgaria ami obtaining 
a pacific solution of the difficulty,

T a n g i e b s , February 8th.—The German 
M inister has been sum m oned to Berlin. 
It is understood that he is called home in 
connection with the report that the French 
M inister to Morocco lias secured an im ­ 
portant change in tbe Algerian frontier. 
Tbe Sultan of Morocco is organizing an 
expedition to proceed to the Algerian fron­ 
tier, in consequence of certain movements 
which have been observed there. 
P r u s s ia a n d th e V a tic a n . 
B reslau, February 8th.—It is stated that 
Monsignor Kopp, the Catholic Bishop of 
Fulda, who mediated betweeu Prussia and 
the Vatican in the negotiations for the re­ 
vision of the May laws, has been deputed 
by the Pope to m ake a statem ent declaring 
the Pope’s intentions in advising Catholic 
electors to support the Government on the 
septennate bill, and explaining the Papal 
interests from a Catholic standpoint in hav­ 
ing tiie Catholic electors assist in securing 
the success of Prince Bism arck's bill in tbe 
Reichstag. The occasion for m aking this 
im portant statem ent will be the introduc­ 
tion in the upper House of the Prussian 
Diet of a new ecclesiastical bill. It is also 
announced here that the Pope, desiring to 
meet Prussia’s views, even in the m atters of 
ecclesiastical discipline and appointm ent, 
will favor the nom ination of Dr. Kopp to 
the Bishopric of Breslau. 
S o ciali* t M e e tin g B ro k e n I'p . 
B e r l in , February 8tb.—The police at­ 
tempted to disperse a Socialist meeting, 
which was being held in the Bock brewery 
at Stettin, last evening, but failed. A force 
of m ilitary was then sum m oned, and with 
fixed bayonets drove the people from the 
hall. Several of tbe people were wounded 
by bayonet thrusts. One man is reported 
to have been killed. T he hall in which the 
meeting was held was completely wrecked. 
At Madgeburg yesterday 24 Socialists were 
arrested on a charge of belonging to the 
illegal society. 
E x tr a B u d g e t A p p ro p ria tio n s» 
B ru ssels, February 8th.—The Govern­ 
m ent has introduced a bill in the Chamber 
of Deputies for extra budget appropriations 
am ounting to 49,000,000 francs, of which 
19.500,000 francs are asked for pressing 
m ilitary measures.
